PETERS ON STANLEY. 



A Contemporary's Opinion of the 
Author-Explorer—" Through the 
Dark Continent" in Lnxnry. 



He Hiniaolf Feastcil While His Com- 
panions Kared 111— Eiiiiu Pasha 
is StUl Alive. 



Nkw ^■ollK, Aug. 'Jl. — Dr. Carl Peters, 
the African explorer, suiil, to-day, that he 
wished to correct a statement which had 
been attributed to him in the interviews 
published on his arrival from Europe, on 
Friday. 

" Some papers have (juoted me aa saying 
that Stanley travelled liiio a gentleman, 
while I travelled lilse a brigand," said Dr. 
I'otors to-day. " Now, 1 do not think tliat 
Stanley travelled like a gentleman, and I 
did not say so. From all that I oould leurn, 
travelling through the same country that 
ho did, I would say that ho did not travel 
like a gentleman, for he did not treat bis 
Kuropoan companions like gentlemen. 
Stanley lived on good food himself, and 
idlo'.ved his men to live as the nc^groes 
dill. 

The French missionaries told mo that they 
viaiteil Stanley's camp at Usuiiibriri, ami 
saw Stanley aittini^ at the head of the table 
eating I'airopeiui diet and drinking claret, 
while lOmin I'aaha, Mr. MaiUay and the 
members of Stanley's party ate negro diet 
and drank water. I was told that some of 
the whiles of Stanley's party bad to abiunlon 
their tents and sleep in the o]ii;n air, so 
t hat Stanley'a boxes of wine could bo ta'iicn 
along, i was tolil by one of the mioaiou- 
arioa that wlien one of Stanley's compimiona 
had oivon up uud waa not able to go further, 
Stanley took a. horsewhip and flogged liim. 
Baying : "If niy white men fall down, what 
what will the negroes do '!" 

" That was on .Stanley's first trip, I was 
told that ho had u white man flogged on hia 
luat trip. Another thing, Stanley in hia 
booka and Iccturoa, sxcitca tho pity of hia 
readers by stories of his men starviug. Now, 
I never loat a man from starvation. I 
always drove oattle when I was 
in doubt as to the country ahead 
of me. When men Buffer for want of 
food, it is duo to carelessneis. The rivcra 
of Africa contain plenty of fish and there is 
plenty of game if other supplies fall. Stan- 
ley got plenty of glory and fame out of hia 
travels, and I admire him for it, but I do 
do not admire tho way ho treated his men," 

" Is there any trouble between Stanley 
and you ';" was asked. 

" No, none at all. I stood up for Emin 
I'aaba when Stanley went agatnat him, but 



An Anieiulineut by Mr. Chaniborlain 
Coudeinuiufi: tlio (ioveriimcut'a 
Action, Defeated. 

London, Aug. '21. —In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. (Jladstone moved the 
adoption of the reaolution notice of which 
was given on Friday last, to apply the clos- 
ure to tho report atiige of the Home Rule 
bill on Friday next. 

.Mr. .loai'ph Chamberlain, tho Unionist 
leuilcr, then submitted his amendment, de- 
claring that the (lovernment proposal was 
calculated to degrade tho House into a vot- 
ing muohine, depriving the British majority 
of ita conalitutional rights, and ought there- 
fore to be withdrawn. In speaking to bis 
[Vinemlment Mr. Chamberlain said he could 
not rocof^nizo the necusiity of [laesing the 
llonu! Kuie bill at one seaaion. Tli- 
real n('ce;sily of rushing tlie bill tliroiigh 
was 'Init the Uovcniment ditl not (iuro tu 
btanil on one meaaure, the only chance of 
the udoplion of wliicli, if anj' such ch.vucc 
hud ever cxiuted, bad been destroyed by the 
Covernmciil's alti'ration of the niiiih clause 
of the linaneinl arrangements. ]ftbc(l;)V- 
ernnient went lo tho country lo-i!iorrow, 
Mr. Cl'.ainhcrliiin added, it \voiild meet 
with crushing defeat. Knowing ihia from 
ita osvn iigenla, it wanted the b'!l bustled 
out of the way in order to enable it to patcli 
up its reputation with oilier nieaaures. 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer, replied to Mr. Chamberlain for 
the Governmont. fn 18S7, ho said, tho 
Conaervati%'C8 had thought tho closure pro- 
posal a good one, and the Liberals had 
thought it a bad one. Tho Liberals 
thought the preRont proposal a good 
one and the Opposition thought juat 
tho opposite. It waa plain thou to 
everybody who would aeo that the question 
at issue was whether or not a reasooablo 
time had been allowed for the discussion of 
the present bill. The oonntry mnst form 
their own opinions on this point. Tlio 
Government had allowed Kir discus- 
sion of the Home Bnle bill, twice the time 
over before given np by Parliament to any 
one measure. In conclusion, Sir William 
illustrated Mr, Chamberlain's inconBistenoy 
by quoting from an article written by 
Mr. Chaniberlain several years ago to 
advocate the American plan of placing a 
time on a parliamentary obatruotiou. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of tho Conservatives, 
felt forced, ho said, to remind Sir ^Villiim 
that in America the provisions against 
sweeping alterations on the constitution 
wouk? prevent such a measure aa the Homo 
Rule 'StU from being law by a majority of 
but live per cent, of tho people's representa- 
tives i 

The House then divided on Mr. Chamber- 
lain's anu'iidmcnt. It waa rejected by a 
vote of L'DO to lU'J. Mr. (lladstone'a resolu- 
tion to closure tlie Homo Rule doliate on 
Friday was adopted with tho same division, 

LoNDO.N', Aug. 121. — In tho House of Com- 
mons lo diiy, tno Right Hon. Sir W illium 
Vernon Harcourt, Chiincellor of tho Ex- 
chequer, replying to a (piestion oaked by 
Mr. Robert h. Kvorntt, (Liberal), member 
for the Woodbridgo division of Suffolk, aaid 
that the Government had found nothing in 
the coitrso of events in India that would in- 
duce them to interfere with the single 
monetary standard.

^' Iron Works nt Pittsburg Start Their 
Kuniaees to Work Again. 

PiTrsiiintd, Aug. L'l. — There is plenty of 
smoke issuing from countlesa cliiiiineys of 
muty iron mills, this morning, in the vicin- 
ity of Pittsburg. Tho Sligo works of Phil- 
lips, Nimick & Co. went into full operation 
this mornioc;. Three thousand men are ut 
work at Jones &, Lau'ghlin's to-day and 
every department is at wark except 
four milla and the sheet iron 
rolls. Tho U, S. Iron and Tin Plate Co, 
is in partial operation, aa also the Lookhart 
Iron and Steel Co., at Charlicra. The 
lilack Diamond Steel \Vorks started in full 
blaet to- day, giving employment lo 
people. Uutside of tho city there waa a 
partial resumption, at reduced wages, at 
the National Tube Works, at McKeusport, 
three ojicn hearth furnaces v.'cro pluced in 
operation at tho Carnegie lloniestciid 
|)liuit, while the Oliver Coke Furnace ('n. 
tired one liuinlri.d ovens at Uniontinvn, tlii 
Tii'irning, cm|)loyiiig ;)()() men. Before the 
end of tlio week it ia exjiected that other 
large piuiils will be placed in operation.

IN MEMORY OF LINCOLN. 



Haiulsonie Statue of the Marfyreil 
Presitleut Unveileil With Much 
Ceremony in Edinburgh. 



The Old World Joins the New 
Doing Honor to the Friend 
of Freedom. 



EniNBt-Kcii, Aug. 21. — Tho statute of 
Abraham Lincoln, the martyr President of 
tho United States, erected aa a memorial to 
the Scottish-American soldiers of the Ameri- 
can civil war, was nnveiled here to-day in 
the presence of the municipal authorities, 
many distinguished guests, a number of 
Americana, and a large crown of rcsidenta 
of Ijdinburgb, including most of the elite of 
the town and people from the surrounding 
county. The statue of Lincoln, which is 
cast in bronze, stands npon a base of polish- 
ed red granite. Upon the sur-base is a 
freed slave, in bronze, his face upturned to 
Lincoln, who holds in his right hand the 
emancipation proclamation. Several battle 
Hags, also in bronze, lie beneath tho out- 
atretohed left hand of the alavo. The mon- 
ument ia erected in the cemetery set apart 
for the burial of S'jotliah-American eoldiers, 
a hnndsonio plot of ground in Calton Hill 
cemetery, which was given for tho purpose 
by the town council. The ceremony of un- 
veiling the monumene vi-aa an imposing one, 
and was of an international character. A 
large detachment of PrincesaLouise'arogiment 
(tho Argyllo and Sutherland Highlanders) 
acted aa a guard of honor. Their scarlet 
uniforms with yellow facings added color 
to the scene. Tho band of tho regiment 
accompanied tho detachment. The muni- 
cipal otlicers were all attired in their robes 
of oflico. Tho ceremony waa presided over 
by Sir William Arroll. Prof. Christie, of 
Pennsylvania, opened the proceedings with 
prayer, and Sir William ArroU then made a 
speeob, in the course of which ho said that 
the monument unveiled would bo au object 
lesson to teach the duty of protecting 
tho unity ol the Empire. Mr. 
Henry R. Heath, of New York, who 
with Mr. Wallace Bruse, the American 
consul here, was one of the originators of tho 
movement that led to the erection of the 
monument, also niado a brief speech. The 
cord holding the wrapping was then pidlod 
by Mias Brusc, daughter of the consul, who 
was attired as Columbia. As the statue 
was revealed, the crowd sheered repeatedly 
and the band played " Rule Britannia." 
Cheers were then given for Mr. George C. 
liiasell, the sculptor, after which the Dand 
played " Hail Columbia." 

Consul Brnsc then, in a few well clioscn 
words in which he louchingly referred to 
the services rendered the Union by the 
Scottish-American troops, and the duty of 
.Americana to recogni/.o tho fact that many 
of ihcio hiid given their lives to maint^iin 
tho aupveniacy of Federal Government, for- 
mally i)reaeiil(!d the monument to the town. 

Tho r^ord Provost, the Right Hon. James 
Russell, accepted tho gift, and promised in 
behalf of the municip d government that it 
would always bo aafely guarded.

Happenings of Yesterday Told Brlelly for 
Busy People's Heading.

Thctllurcli Postponed. 
LoKBOir, Aug. til. The threatened in- 
vasion of Bbhwvale, Walea, by an army of 
10,000 striking coal- miners from the 
Rhonda valley, whose intention is to force 
the non union miners to (|uit work, has not 
yet occurred, though the original idea WB8 
to begin the march yesterday. The weather 
waa threatening towards the'duy and toward 
evenhag it began to rain in torrents. This 
had a deterrent efTeot on the strikers, bnt 
it ia more than likely that the nieaaurea 
taken by tho police and military to protect 
the mines and tho working minora hud more 
to do with the pobtpontment, if not the ac- 
tual iibiindoninent, of the programme than 
the weather, livery pri ])aralion hud been 
made to receive the sinkers, and at tho 
alighte.at nlU inpt at rioting they would have 
fijund theniselvea under the guns of tho 
military. Conaidering nil the circumstances 
tho strike leaders thought discretion the 
hotter purt of valor, aiul the invasion for 
tho pre.setit at least ia oil. Many non union 
ni'jn iiro working in the lObbwvule districts 
to-day. They aro under police and mili- 
tary protection, which will not be with- 
drawn until the danger of attack is past. 

A FnrcM'cII I.nnchcon. 

Ei)iNinrk(!ii, Aug, 21.— Right Hon. Jas. 

A. Russell, Lord Prevost of Edinburgh and 
other muuicipalities, gave a farewell lunch- 
eon to Mr. Wallace Bruce, tho retiring Am- 
erican consul here. The ofliciula preacnled 
to Mr. Bruce a silver loving cup as a token 
of their catccm and of tho appreciation of 
hia aervicea in the cause of Scotch literature. 
Many of tho loading citizens of Edinburgh 
wore present at the hmclieon, and much ea- 
tliuaiasm >vas manifested. 

A Second Italloi Iteceagltated. 
Pjuua, Aug. 21.— The oity of Paris com- 
prises S't districts. The returns received 

from these districts show that second bal- 
lots will have to bo taken in 31 of the 35. 
M. Jacques Piou, who represented the Urat, 
St. Gaudons, district of Hauto Garonne, 
in the last chamber, and who ia a leader of 
the Conservatives, has been defeated 
in that district; his snocesaful opponent is 
M. Bepmael, a Badioal. 

Papal ConKratnlatioBS. 

Rome, Aug, 21. — Within the past few 

days tho Pope sent an important letter to 
Mgr. Satolli, the papal ablegate in tho 
United States, encouraging him in the work 
he is performing in tbut country. The Pope 
will Bond Cardinal Gibbons a present on tho 
occisioQ of the cardinals celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of hia consecration 
as a bishop. 



DNCLB SAM'S SENATE. 

Senator Horrill Argues Against the Porehase 
of More Sih or— .\ Question of 
Procedure. 

W.\siH.s-(iroN-, D. C, Aug. 21. — The 
veteran Senator from Vermont, Mr. Morrill, 
occupied tho attention of the Senate to-day 
with an argument in support of the bill dis- 
continuing the purchase ot silver bullion. 
The speeob, which was at the same time" 
witty and soriouB, was read from printed 
Blips and occupied a little over an hoar ia 
ii.s delivery. The bill was then laid aside 
and the case of the senatorship of Montana 
was taken up. Two speeches were made 
against the claim of Mr. Freemantle and 
against the constitutionnl right of a state 
governor to appoint to the Senate, save only 
in cases of vacancy happening on account ot 
resignation or otherwise during tho recess 
of tho legislature. Tho first speech waa 
made by Mr, Vanco(Dem.), chairman of 
tho committee on privileges and elections, 
but who wrote the minority report, and the 
other by Mr. George (Dem., Misa. ), who 
joined in the minority report. The vote on 
tho resolution to scat Mr. Mantle waa post- 
poned until AVcdncsday at 5 p.m. The bill 
to aid the mid- winter international exposi- 
tion ut San Francisco waa passed. The 
Senate adjourned ut -1:10 p.m. 

Wasiiikoton, Aug. 21. — Orders have 
been isaued by the treasury department to 
all Bub-treaBuries to pay out gold over the 
counters the same as other classes of money. 
The effect of this is to practically place the 
gold reserve among the available treasury 
cash assets. As a result the gold balance 
has been somewhat reduced, being slightly 
below 5100,000,000. The net treasury hal- 
aiico is $1 l,7,'iO,0U0. Receipts continoe light 
and expenditure heavy, so that before the 
month of Aiiguat expiree the treasury bal- 
ance and the gold balance will both be prob- 
ably lower thiin now. Tho olTora of ailver 
to llie treasury departriicnt were 2(i;),D00 
ounces, tuul of this amount 10,000 ounces 
were purchased at 7-1.2') cents, and the same 
price tcnilcrcd for the remainder.

NELSON. 

(From tho Tribune.) 

There ia quite a stampede to the head- 
waters of St, Mary's river, from fifteen to 
twenty prospectors going in daily. Tho ore 
is silver, and is reported aa running up in 
the thous.inda. The recording otiico for 
that section ia Ainsworth. 

The Bank of Montreal und Bank of 
British Columbia, from thia time on, will 
discount Uuiluu Statoa treasury notes and 
silver certificates and United Stated National 
bank bills 1 per cant. 

Reporta from the Le Hoi creek, in Trail 
(/reek district, are encouraging. Drifts are 
being run east and west on the ledge from 
the 'JDO foot station ; tho east drift being in 
thirty-dve feet and tho west one about tho 
same diatance. Assays vary from ^6 in 
gold to $15, §55.50, S60.10. $37.20, §72.30, 
§99.11. The ore carries an average of 
per cent, copper. There aro now 1,500 tons 
on the dump, und 15,000 tons in sight. Tho 
mine is owned by a syndicate made up of 
Spokane lawyers, L N. Peyton holding the 
controlling interest. 

8AYWARD. 

Sayward, Aug. 15, — So far as this town 

is concerned, tho Nelson & Fort Sheppard 
railroad will very aliortly be an aooomplished 
fact, Truck layiiig from the Pond d'Orielle 
river commenced on Friday, and will to-day 
reach the depot yard at the back of the 
town. Some of tho heaviest work in cuts 
and fills and couaiderable bridging aro in 
progresa and making good headway from 
this on, aa far uR tho bridge over the Heaver 
creek, after wliich tho roadljcd follows the 
o.iay grade of the creek to the Saliiuiu river, 
ami thia part is practically nearly conipleto. 
Along the Cohunljia river benches Iroiiblo 
hi»3 arisen from the light, aandy aoil, which 
haa slipped in many i)!uc(:h, involving heavy 
labor, and tbi.s iiiuat continue until tlie .'jand 
has taken its natural alo])e and liecotiie over- 
grown with herbiige. Thia will probably 
bo the cheapest railroad ever Iniilt on thia 
continent; it is stated that the net wage 
barely amounts to SI per day; but the pro- 
gress of railroad work in tho northern part 
of tho district haa withdrawn u nutnber of 
hands, and much of tho work remaining to 
be done will have to bo completed by day, 
or forco work at increased prices. 

Tho bridge over tho I'cnd d'Oreillo, how- 
ever, does not illustrate tho cheapness of tho 
lino, for it is a very strong and elegant 
structure, It ia anjiron cantilever, built on 
two pieces placed far enough apart to adndt 
the passage of the terrific rush of water 
from the Pend d'Oreille ; its graceful pro- 

Eortions and fineness of outline will always 
e oonspiououB features in this bit of land* 
scape. 

The large number of advertisements in tho 
B, C. Gazette of tho establishment of 
hydraulic mining companies, points to an 
activity induced by tiie present "stained 
relations " between gold and silver. While 
it ia certain that the better grades of ore 
from tho Slocan can hold their own and pay 
profits oven at the present price of silver, 
tho eyes of all aro turned towards the yellow 
metal, und wlionever the contiguity of 
water with placer ground renders it poaai- 
hlo, tho hydraulic system will be applied. 
In Californiu, I'lucer County, millions upon 
millions of dollars are being now expended 
in tho couBtructinn of drains twenty anil 
thirty miles long for tho continued wanhing of 
the old ^rounda handled liy the ' IDers injtheir 
primitivo haud-aluicc, a cradle fashion. Tho 
Government of the U. S., some time siuco, 
olosed down all^theie works, as, the contin- 



ual dumping of the tailings into tho rivers 
dammed them up and flooded tho farm lands, 
but BO immouao was tho prosperity of the 
country while the works woro in progress 
that the furniora aro only too anxious to see 
them started again. Grout levees, or dump- 
ing grounds, uro now hoinp; built at heavy 
cost, which, however, cuts no Hguro in ooni- 
pariaon with the results obtaiuublo. 

In Weat Koolenay the Salmon and Pend 
d'Oreille rivora give proniiao of sindlar ro- 
Bulta, On the former, from its mouth to tlio 
.South h'ork, tlui whole of the ground is 
taken up by compaiiiea or single individuals. 
On the uortli baidi of the latter the whole 
diatancr, from the Coluiiilna to thu Salmon, 
is controlled by tho Kootenay Hydraulic 
Con'])ai\y, who have ulroady expended some 
;!tiO,UOO in building roaila and lluinea. Tlio 
south bank has been unexplored till thia 
spring, at loaat by tho preaout generation of 
prospectors, but tho ahowinus are 
even richer than on the Sal- 
mon river, on tho north bank of tho Pond 
d'Oreillo ; tho theory ia that tho gold haa 
came down tho Sahnon and washed up on 
tho further bank of tho stream into wliieh 
it poured. I'horo are no bar diggings here ; 
they consist of benches rising in steps up to 
tho foot of tho mountains, and containing 
groat depths of uuriferoua mnd and allu- 
vium. Within a few weeks tho whole ex- 
tent of tho river bank has boon taken up 
for hand or hydraulic treatment, and tho 
testa already made give too high an average 
to be stated, with any chance of accuracy of 
its truth. 

The value of a wild and rapid stream like 
tho Paad d'Oreillo. as a dumping ground for 
tailings, cannot be overestimated, and 
steady and lucrative development may bo 
looked for hero. The country is rough, 
trails long and roundabout; but it is con- 
templated to oonstruct a current ferry 
across tho Pond d'Oreille, which will open 
up the district. 

Mr. W. M. Nowton broke his log, laat 
week, riding through tho country ; his 
horse alii)pLd on a round stick, and fell 
iqHin him. 

The men Croasinaii and Hughes, who shot 
Rosa Tiionipsnn, at Trail Creek, last month, 
have got out of the country, and were 
traced to Nortliporl, Wuah. Mr. Sam 
Woods, with three special constables from 
Nelson, waa 8>nt u)) Sheop creek to arreat 
them, but found that they had escaped, and 
had been helped out of tho country by 
people at Trail Creek.

TAMPERING WITH THE SEWERS. 

About a week ago we felt it our duty to 
call attention to an alleged proposition to 
permit the surface drains under construction 
to be used as sewers. 

At the present moment the surface drain 
passing through the School Reserve, and 
which, under the contract, was to be con- 
nected with the surface drain on the west 
aide of Cook street, has been directly con- 
nected with the Cook street/ sewer. 

It; would appear that this action can only 
have been taken with the object of obtain- 
ing either of the two following results • 

1, To convert this drain into a sewer for 
the schools or other buildings. 

'2. To carry the surface water into the 
sewer instead of its proper channel. 

With regard to both these points, if 
either of such courses is purposed the 
Council is guilty of a direct breach of faith 
with the ratepayers. 

It is, as every one knows, certain that a 
large proportion of the silt held in 
suapeosion in the muddy water 
win, no matter what precautions 
in the way of strainers are taken, inevit- 
ably be deposited in the sewer. The efTdct 
of this will be to choke the sower beyond 
the power of flushing to tree. 

Really the Council appear to bo desirous 
of making the sewerage system a failure ; 
the flush tauka, which arc a necessity, are 
ignored, and provision is made to deliberate 
ly introduce silt into the sower. 

Wo trust some member of the Council will 
at the next meeting ascertain by whose 
authority this action hub been taken, as we 
are informed that it hus been carried out 
without the knowledge and consent of tho 
Sewerage Commissioners. 

The whole case resolves itaolf into this 
If the View street drain is a sewer, money 
i-us been appropriated which had been voted 
for another purpose, for its conatru('tion ; if 
it ia not a aewer, tho Council have no right 
to connect it with the Hcworoge aysteni. 



HOW WILL IT WORK! 

A [jood many who discuss the award of 
tho liehring Sea arbitrators seem to forgot 
that the AmericiinB, as well aa the liriliali, 
are subject to its restrictions. Its lirat 
article will bear a good deal of study. Hero 
it is : 

Article 1— The United States and Croat 
Britain ahull forbid their citizens and aub- 
jects, respectively, to kill, capture and pur- 
sue in any manner whatever, the animals 
commonly called fur seals witliin a zone of 
sixty miles around tho PribylolT Islands, in- 
clusive of the territorial water, the miles 
being geographical miles, sixty to/a degree 
of latitude. 

United States citizens include not only 
tho sealers of San Francisco and other 
American seaports, but the members and 
servants of the Commercial Company. It is 
not, therefore, liritiah Columbia sealers 
alone who are to bo prevented from hunting 
seals within sixty miloa of the PribylolT 
leliindH, but American citizens of all claases 
and deaoriptiona. livon the Indiana are not 
excepted. According to clause 8, these 
are favored with certain exemptions, but it 
is expressly stated that tho exemptions 
shall not extend to tho waters of Bohring 
Sea or tlio waters around tho Aleutian 
lalanila. 

It will bo observed, too, thah the restric- 
tions inolude the "territofrial water," that 
is, the belt three miles wide around tho la- 
elands, which is considered as much tho ter- 
ritory of a country as tho land itself. Ac- 
cording to tills article tlio aervanta of the 
Commercial t'ompany and other United 
States citizens, whether thoy oro white men 
or Indians, cannot "kill, oapture and pur- 
sue," fur seals in the waters immediately sur- 
rounding tho Pribyloff Islands. The ques- 
tion urines, doos this restriction extend to the 
land of those Islands 1 Common sense aaya 



that it does. It would bo folly to prevent 
American seal hunters coming nearer those 
Islands than sixty miles to hunt aeala, if tho 
hirelings of the Commercial Company 
aro allowed to land on them for tho purpose 
of driving them and olubblng' them. Pro- 
foasor Elliott, when he was in Beliriiig Sea, 
wua horrilk'd ut tho way in which the ser- 
vants of that favored company treated the 
seala. They were driven over tho land in 
tho most birbaroua manner, and. so groat 
was the iniury done to the animals, that ho 
attrtbuted|tho decrease in their numbers 
which he had obsor.ed, to these horrible 
cruelties. Professor BUiott'a lleport, it ia 
true, was excluded by the tactics of tho 
American counsel as evidence, but the 
liritiah lawyers wero allowed to quote from 
it, a privilege of which they no doubt 
availed themselves. 

It is evident that it is the intention to 
make the Pribyloff Islands and tho sea aur- 
rounding them a presorvo for tho seals. 
They aro not to be moleated while there, 
by men of either nation. Wo are tho moro 
inclined to believe that the restriction ex- 
tends to the land as well as tho soa, as we 
observe in the abstract before ua that " tho 
arbitrators make certain buggciliDiia to the 
two govorninenta, the moat important being 
that they should come to an understanding 
to prohibit tho killing of soals on land or 
sea for a period of one to threo years." This 
shows that in thoir opinion tho preservation 
of the fur seal, which was evidently the solo 
object they had in view, rc((uircil that they 
should bo protected on land as well as on 
. liut if the Coninion-iul t'onipany arc 
permitted at any aeaaon of tho year 
to make ' raids on the rookeries, 
and kill and mangle tho seals all, 
the other precautions to save them from 
destrnction are vain. To allow the Coin- 
pany tliis privilege would be to make the 
arbitration nothing more and nothin;j; better 
than a means to secure to the Commercial 
Company increased profits. The arbitrators 
will hardly be satisfied with themselves and 
their work if thoy find that, after uU the 
thought they have given tho subject and all 
the expense that both nations have been 
put to, they have been able to accomplish 
nothing more thon this. This would bo the 
old story of " a mountain in labor " with a 
vengeance. 

It will bo necessary for the legialaturca of 
tho two nationa to enact the laws necesa iry 
to give elTdct to tho proviaions of the Award 
When thoae laws or regulations aro formed 
it will be seen how tho Award is inter 
proted by the two nations. We hardly 
think that Great Britain will acquiesce in a 
law or regulation which will make the work 
of tho arbitration subservient to the interests 
of an American trading company. 



THE REVERSE OF A FA ULT. 

Tho Vancouver News-Advertiser, in an 

article on tho census and redistribution, 
evidently intended to bo crushing, says that 
the Colonist has made no attempt "to pal 
liato tho Covernment's fault." This ii 
quito true. And tho reason ia that the 
Government have not, in this matter, com 
niitted any fault. On the contrary, they 
have pursued tho only course that waa 
open to prudent men who were determined 
to deal with all parts of tho Province 
fairly. 

As soon as tho Covernmont examined tho 
census returns, with a view to redistribute 

the representation of the Province, they 

were convinced that some mistake had been 
made, and that if the seats in the Legisla- 
ture were apportioned in accordance with 
the ccnaua rc't'-rns, great injustice would bo 
done to somo sections of tho Provinco, 

When they had good reason to believe 
that the officials in Ottawa'had made a miS' 
take, what ought they to have done ? Should 
they proceed with the work of redistribution, 
taking for their baaia tho gueaacs of Mr, 
Brown or Mr. Cotton, or Mr. Somebody 
Klso ? Such a course would bo so conspicu- 
ously unfair and in everyway improper, that 
even those who might bo benefitted by it 
would, in thoir hearts, condemn the Govern- 
ment for their recklessness and fheir injuS' 
lice. Thoae, again, ivho had reason to con 
aider themaelvea injured, by busing a ayatem 
of rediatribution on conjecture, would have 
the best reason to condemn the Government 
for depriving them of privileges, on grounda 
that everyone could see were unreliable. A 
fault, and a very grievous fault, would have 
been committed if the Government had gono 
on with the work of redistribution, when they 
had good reason to believe that the 
figures of the census were incorrect, 
and the fault would have been much more 
grievous if thoy hud accepted any one's coU' 
jectures as corrections of the authoritative 
returns. 

The plain and honest courae to lake under 
such circumataacea waa lo apply to the Ot- 
tawa authorities for more and better inform- 
ation. This tho Government did. Tho 
reference has caused a little delay, but this 
is really no grievance at all, for the new 
redistribution bill will be ready before tho 
term of Che present House expires, and tho 
next election will bo held under its pro 
visions. No ono, except it may bo a few 
political cranks, expected or wanted a 
general election before the present Assom 
bly, through the tlllux of time, died a 
natural death. 

Our contemporary's bragging about tho 
splendid position which the Independents 
occupy, in view of their very poor poilonn- 
anooa oa a party, appears very ridiouloua. 
No set of men that were ambitious to be 
considered " a party " ever made so poor a 
ahowing as these aamo Indopendonts. They 
had no acknowledged lundor, they had no 
policy, and there was nothing like ijohesion 
among them. Tho stand that somo oi them 
took in this matter of redistribution was 
noithnr politic nor -reasoDable. . 'I'he con- 
jectures they ventured about the population 
of tho different aootiona of tho Provinco 
wore about as exact uud as muoh a mutter 
of rational calculation as are the guesses 




which are mudo as to the number of beans 
in u glass jar. 

THE REPEAL BILL. 

Tho following is the text of the bill to re- 
peal tho Sherman law, reported by the ma- 
jority of. the Congressional;. committee, It 
bears internal evidence of ' being carefully 

\vn up. Although its object ia to pro- 
vent lliu Governnient'a purchaaing ailver 
whicli it cannot use, it ia, iia tho reader sees, 
very far from being a bill to condemn the 
use of silver ua money : ^ 

That so much of tho act approved July 
I I, 18!)l), entitled ' An act <Urecting llio pur- 
huso of silver bullion and the \i-m\i: of trea- 
sury notes, and for other purpoaea,' as di- 
a tlie Secretary of tho Treasury to pur- 
chase from lime to timo silver bullion to the 
aggregate amount of l.TiOOiUOIl ounces, or so 
much thereof aa may bo oU'ered in each 
montli, at tho market price tboretor, not 
xccediug $1 for .'{71-'-'5 graina ]Hiro 
ailver, and to isaue in payment 
for such purchasea treasury notea of the 
United Statea, bo and tho aamo ia hereby 
repealed. And it ia hereby doclaretl to be 
tho policy of tho United Statea to continuo 
the use of bith gold and ailver aa standard 
money, and to coin botli gold and ailver 
nlu money of ci|ual inlrinaio and exchange- 
able value, liuch ci(uality to be accurud 
through international agreuinent or by such 
safeguards of legislation ua will insure the 
maiatenunoe of a parity in tho value of coins 
of the two metals and the equal power of 
every dollar at all times in the markets and 
in tho payment of debts. And it is hereby 
further delured that the eflforts of the Gov- 
crnmont should be steadily directed to the 
estublishment of such a safe system of bi- 
iiiotalisro as will maintain at all times the 
ciiu'il power of every dollar coined or issued 
by tho United States in the markets and in 
tho payment of debts.

Ald. Bbagb rose and, with a amilc, 
walked toward the door, through whiob be 
disappeared. 

"Corkscrew," ahoated aomeone in the 
audience, and half a dozen oi the old-timers 
smiled appreciatively. 

" 1 have to inform Aid. Styles that we 
have no quorum,'' said the Mayor. 

" Well, the North ward will regret send- 
ini; such men to tho Council as it has," in 
dignantly observed Aid. McKillican. " Tliey 
are littio credit to it. It's disgraceful to see 
tho buaincaa of the city obatructcd, as it 
has been to-night ; we don't come licrc to 
accommodate a few childish cranks." 

Thia brought Aid. Styles to his feet. Aid. 
McKillican should not, he said, attack tho 
representatives of tho North Ward when 
they wore not present to defend themselves. 

" I'm afraid some aldermen don't under- 
stand their rcBpousibilitica." rcu)arked tho 
Mayor. " We are not in Council now of 
course, but there ia a report which I have 
propiired und wliieh I will read to you.

tion wua made that the railway eoinpauy 

firoposed crossing Haver laku with thoir 
ine from the west side to tho east about rA) 
yards above tho Corporation darn, and con- 
aequeatly at a short diataucs from tho out- 
take of all tho water conveyed by pipe to 
tho city. Tho company had not intimated 
to tho Council their deairo or intention to 
cross tho lake at tiiis point, but, on tho con- 
trary, had applied to the Council for a right 
of way through Corporation property in 
Lake iSiatriot, all on the west side of the 
lake. This applioaiiou, with aaconip mying 
plan abowing the land asked for, l^as bcon 
referred to the Special oommitteo of your 
body on tho Victoria & Sidney railway 
nuitters, but tho grant of land Iuih not been 
recommended or referred to iu any rei)ort 
from that Committee, or been mudo by tho 
Council.

grade. Wo wtnt by boat to the northwest 
end of Elk Lake, cxanuning tho railway 
grado lino where it touched or opproucliod 
tho water on tho west side of the lake. Wo 
kvndiid at about section 60 and walked down 
tho grade, uaiog the boat at ono point. I 
obsoi veil that piles were being (Irivcn to 
carry the railway across an indent of KIk 
Lake, In section 01, about .^SO feet in length. 
Thia will bo on corporation property. Some 
earth fillings in aeotions 61, HI and .'51 I be- 
lieve to be on tho corporation property. On 
section ."() tho company evidently intend 
building a pile bridge or making a filling 
about 700 feet long, across un iudont on tho 
west side of Elk Lake. Sections 50 and 40, 
to tho south and east of it, are both the 
property of the corporation, the graded line 
tnmsversca both sections. The grade at 
thia point follows about on tho lino of tho 
proposed ex tension of the pipe line from the 
(lain to M:k Lake.

Mass Meetiuff in New York— Its Ardor 
, Cooled by Police aud 



Anarehism Denouuced-Bread, Work 
and Protection by Government 
Demauded. 

New Vokk, April li). — About .'i.OOO 
pooplo giithered in Union Sijiinre, a, littio 
before S o'clock to-night, in anticipation of 
the spcBohoa to bo delivered by tlio liery 
spirits in the agitation of the unemployed. 
Wlifttovor fire liad been smouldering was 
entirely subduf d by llio drii'./ling tain and 
the prcBoncu of aonio three hucdred polio'e- 
mon, and u dozon centrnl uRlco men wore 
auliicicut to curb incendiary talk. In con- 
sequence, tho meeting waa tame. The 
speakers found it dilUouSt to pitch their 
voicca so us to penetrate a sea of uuibrcllii 
tops. The few spontaneous- outburata of 
endorsement were only arouaed by the pro- 
positions tliat it vraa time to make America 
a free country, and that the sweating 
system must be abolished. Not more 
than 1,0.00 men came into the sqaare with 
the parade, which was advertised to leave 
the Golden Bale, on Bivlnglon street, at 6 
o'clock. There were no banners, and no 
band of musio headed the cosmotiolitan col- 
umn. People flocked up to the square at 
Tenth avenue and Broadway from all direc- 
tions. Tho police patrolled the curbs on 
each iiide of the cquare at intervals of 25 
yards, and another line of blue-coats backed 
the crowd which blocked tho street. Adulph 
Ury introduced tho speukera, James Stew- 
art, a cusiom tailor who onoo lived in Glas- 
gow, ojiinicd the nu.'ctiiif; hy roundly aooring 
Kmniii ('.Dltluiiiii, Tluydidnot want any 
anarclii.slg m- any luiarchiam around there, 
ho eaid. What llicy did want was tiic help 
of the city und the (iovernnient, aud above 
all the abolition of tho sweating syatem. 
Hia reinarU.s weru interrupted by oalla for 
tho fiery little woman ho had objected to, 
whicli niiicd a storm of counter aliouts, 
"vVe don't want her," "Don't let her talk,"

Finally M^-era Hchoenfield counselled 
moderation.

At; tho close of hia remarka there were re- 
newed calls for "Goldman," and dnally that 
woman was jostled to the rail of the plat- 
form, but she, too, failed to throw any fuel 
on tlic lire, and when she finished the spirit 
of the crowd had died away. Mrs. Goldman 
spoke in German. She excuacd herself for 
being there at all, and protested that she 
would not have opened her mouth unless 
she had been compelled to do so. She 
sneered at the people and the Government 
which sent birrela of money to the World's 
Fair while thousands were starvint; for want 
of work. "What do we want?" aho ex- 
claimed. " We ask for freedom and for 
bread ; unite with yonr fellow men and 
speak to the conscience of the mliog party ; 
if they don't listen to yon the coaseciuenoeB 
tnust fall upon their own heads." 

This was the nearest approach to a threat 
made durinp; the meeting. 

" Tbonsonda of free slaves are starving in 
America to-day," said Benjamin Boaenthal, 
who spoke in Hebrew, " I am no speaker, 
but an honest workiagman, and I bavo no 
wife to support ; but one thing is sure, and 
that it is that prison work must be stopped 
30 that you men who have wives and little 
children can earn tho little money necessary 
to support them. I am an American citizen 
and I have not a decent coat to my back. 
Tho Government does nothing for ine. 
Domocrata and Republicana are juat tho 
aame ; no matter who it is, the workingnien 
starve just the same. Stand together like 
men ; show that you aro willing to sell 
yourselves for bread for your wives 
and children, but that nobody is willing to 
buy you. The Government does not feel 
the hunger and the misery. Vou Imvo to 
go to one part of the country and your 
wives to another because you bavo no home. 
What wo want is bread and work and pro- 
tection by tho Government. Why don't 
Christian workmen raiao their voices, too? 
Theyaroas hungry aa wo are. Politicians 
will promise you fortunes when they come 
uround at election time. Then ask them 
where were you when wo were starving ? " 

Adolph Kodiaohewaki, a compositor, fol- 
lowed. 

Shouts of aasent greeted cloakmakcr 
Boeenthal's vigorous worda, and when 
Chairman Ury moved a resolution condemn- 
ing convict labor and demanding that it bo 
suspended entirely, a bowl of approval went 
up to join the storm clouds above. Then 
oame shoots for Baron Dees. 

The crowd declined to agree with the 
chairman that the meeting was at an end 
until they heard what Baron Deas bad to 
say. " Down with the Bweatine system," 
was about the first thing he said, and then 
he warmed up to his work, " It's the 
swenlir;: syatem which is Calling down upon 
us all Una niiaeiy and starvation. When 
the af^iLaiiciii for tho abolition of tho slave 
trade was set on foot there were fewer 
people prosenL than there aro hero to-night. 
15ut the abolition of slavery waa gloriously 
accomplished, and fo must it bo with llic 
BWeating sy-jlem. Tlien starvation will 
cease. Aa for tho preacmt criais, lie crjii- 
tinned, " donfc let any imlitician uao you for 
a tool. Let ua toil both Kepublicana and 
Democrats tliat there ia tomolliing alto- 
gether \^rong and unjust in our bocial aya- 
tem when there are uo many men, women 
and children willing to sell their woik and 
theniselvea for bread and no one will 
buy them. Men in Wall street and 
on Fifth avenue, have their champagne and 
their games of poker. Let ua say to thcBc 
.people : Do not evict ua for tho non-pay- 
ment of rent when we have no rent ; and 
let ua appeal to tho publio to oympathize 
with ua. Let us oppeal to every man ^nd 
■woman who have any humanity in their 
naturea, aud now let ua close this meeting 
by giving three cheers for the international 
fraternity of workingmen." 

After a few words from Miss Marie 
Steigler, which could not. be heard, the 
crowd (laietly dispersed. The utmost order 
was observed, the rain botog a strong argu- 
ment against discussion in the open air.

WILL NEVER S'LOAT. 

The Vsaa>Pedro" Can Ouly be Taken 
Off Bi'otcliie Ledge In 

Captain Lachlau Awaitiuff Inatnic- 
titius— Something: About tho 
Vessel's Injuries. 



It is r.ow au assured tact that tho steam- 
ship San PeJro, wrecked on Brotohio Lodge 
in November, 1S90, will never float again, 
and though the vessel will be taken o.<r the 
rock it will ouly bo in pieces or sections. 
Up to tiio present time it is not known ex- 
actly what will bo done, but instructiona 
are daily expected from Now Vork, This 
much is sure, however, tho Sau Pedro will 
not remain where she is, and in two or three 
months more the notr familiar wreck will be 
out of sight. 

Such itreat efforts have been made to re- 
move the wreck that the public will be in- 
terested in having more partioalara than 
have ever been published heretofore. The 
following facts have been obtained from 
Capt. J. M, Lachlan, of New York, wlio, 
since Januacy of this year, has been in chai ge 
of the wreck. Cape. Lachlan is not, a.i 
many suppose, a " wrecker," whose busi- 
ness i l is to raise ships. He ia an officer in tho 
Marine Dep.vrtnient of the tjouthcrn Pacific 
Coiiij)iiny, uiul was sent liero by the 
I'rebiilcnt, ilr, C. 1'. Huntington, after 
Capt. Whitcl.i'.v's eH'orts to raise liie ship 
had proven fruitless and slio had been 
abandoned. C.ipt. LaeliKui built the .Sun 
I'edro, with other vessels, for the .Southern 
I'acilie Coiiipimy, and wlien he came out lie 
brought with him llio workii!;; phiiis friiiii 
whicn she had lieeii eoiistniuicd. TalUin^j 
to a t'oLoxisT reporter last niglit, he .said : 

" My work hero on tlie S.ui I'edro eom- 
nieiiced on llie Kith of Febiuary, when the 
ouly three men 1 had employed at that lime 
coniinonccd .'.oivting the snow olf llio outer 
wharf, wliero wc were to prepare for tlio 
work. On tho IGth of March wo com- 
menced active operations on tho wreck 
itself. By tliia time tho upper deck had 
fallen in, and tho vessel was so much injured 
that 1 wua coinpoUod to adopt tlio enclosed 
coQ'tir dam which was afterwards built. I 
have spent since I started just about §32,- 
000 for everything, and there haa 
not been a dollar needlessly expended. 
A few weeks ago Mr. R. P. Schwerin 
of San Franoisoo the head of tho supply de- 
partment of the Southern Pacific Company, 
and a competent naval officer besides, came 
up from San Francisco to consult with mo 
in regard to the work. Ho knew what I 
was doing, and when ho camo hero we went 
very fully into tlie details. He endorsed 
entirely what I had done, and a couple of 
suggestions he made were curried out. As 
you know, tho first attempt to raise the ship 
was made about two weeka ago, and we 
then succeeded in lifting her a little, but 
just at the critical moment some of the 
pumps broke down and the vessel went back 
on the rocks again. N:iturally enough, I 
attributed this to tlio failure ol tho pumps, 
but Eubjetjuently discovered what tlie red 
reason was. For the linul attempt I deter- 
mined to make euro of tho pumps and had 
four more placed in position on tiie wreck, 
so that last week, when wo made our l.ist 
test, there woro all the pumps necessary. I 
had in all '-^i, with capacities ranging from 
7,">0 to 5,U00 gallons per minute. Theao 
were kept going steadily and incessantly for 
14 houra and 20 minutes, and all lliat 
timo were discharging over KiO tons of 
water per minute, so that the total discharKo 
for tho period mentioned wua over 111,800 
tona. i'ho steamers employed were the 
Alert, Mystery, Kildonun, Hope, Spratt'a 
ArU, Lome with four branches from her 
capacious boilers, the Joan, the Pioneer, 
and tho Kstcllc, while the tugs Sea iiion 
and Taconia were on hand to tow the wreck 
in. At full high tide, when the water 
wottld flow no longer, and after all those 
hours of pumping, I had the tug Taooma, 
which is well known as one of the moat 
powerful on the Sound, put on to try and 
pull her off. We pot a hawser, a brand new 
one, nineteen inches in circumstances, from 
tho Pedro to the Tacoma, but when this 
was straightened out there was not a budge. 
Then tho Tacoma went back a little and rin 
ahead, giving tho hawser a great jerk, but 
atill there was no move. Onco more this 
was tried, the Tacoma going back still fur- 
ther, then full steam ahead with such force 
as to snap that big rope like a piece of 
twine, hut the Pedro did not even tremble. 

" In order to keep this a connected story, 
it must be remembered that the atienipis 
made during the last fortnight are the only 
occasions on which the Sun Pedro has ever 
been riiised from the ledge. .She lias a 
double bottom, the false bottom, or outer 
one, baing four feet below the inner one. 
Now, let me tell you what tho result of iny 
work was. Tho forward end of tho vessel, 
from the stem to the foremast, or the first 
bulkhead abaft tho colliaion, was perfectly 
tight, with abaolutoly no water in it. In 
No. 2, abaft, I could control tho water 
down aa far as tho orlop or lower deck, 
which was covered over, a false deck hav- 
ing been put in. In the boiler room I 
could do nothing except plugging and stop- 
ping leaks on the water (inner) bottom, 
which is four feet from the real bottom of 
tho ship. Tho outer bottom was pierced 
through and through, and it was only where 
tho rocks camo through tho inner bottom 
that I could plug. From tho pilot house on 
tho aide I constructed a house batter shut- 
ting tho water nut, ^nd inside of that 
had a wooden bulkhead." 

From there aft to the ahip'.'j stern, a dis- 
tance of 10 feet, I built an enclosed coffer 
diUiK, strong, suhatantially and cllectively 
constructed. Now, the two ends of tho 
shin as I have described them would be 
sullicicnt to lloat the ahip and carry tho 
middle part with the water, but tho vessel 
was lying for (i,) feet on tho port bilgo so 
close to tho rock that you could not get 
your h'jnd in liet ween on either side, 'J'lio 
great dciideratum waa to get lier to como 
upright HO that tho men could slide in tho 
colli.sinn shutter I invented for the purpoac, 
and tlio four largo collision mats kmdly 
loaned by Rear Admiral Stephenson. Well, 
after so much pumping, we raised her eisht 
degrees, but then the water came rushing 



in through thcao (io foot of IinlcB, and aa wo 
could not pump tlio Royal Honda dry, she 
went back to her old position. Let me say 
hero I had no idea the shij) wua damaged 
to tho extent she was. iieforo 
I raised her up it wua iniposaiblo 
lor mo or liny other niun 
living to lind it out. Knowing now the in- 
juries that huvo been done, it is Iniposaiblo 
to raise the veBsel. Tho area of tlio liolca I 
had filled up was 51,. S 10 gallons pur minute, 
but the ship is bung on tho rocks which 
have pierced her ijiitvvtcn the ribs and the 
girders from tho iiutclies to tho bottom arc 
caught ao that she cannot bo moved." 

Speakint' of v.'liiit had been done so far, 
Capt. Lachlan said further : 

"From the time 1 commenced oporntiona 
on tho San Pedro 1 never aaid positively 
that I could lift tho ship;, but I thought I 
could, and if over human being worked 
diligently, industriously, Boicntirioally and 
economically to attain a given object, I did. 
More than this, I did not; work for myself, 
but for niy company. The method I adopted 
was the only one by which the ship could 
have been raised if she had not been 
damaged ao niuuli by previous efforts, and 
tho fact that she did not come up ia neither 
iny fault nor that of the plana adopted." 

Capt. Lacliluu expressed strongly his high 
appreciation of the kindly olTers of 
assistance he reoeived ^ from many 
prominent citizens in Victoria who extended 
every courtesy in their power, but he also 
had to say that be was disgusted, as well aa 
mnusted, at tho cheek of aomo people who, 
laiowing no more iitiont raising a aliip thun 
about Hying, ollercd tlieir " v.iluablo " sor- 
vicea in all inanner ol ways. To show wliut 
tlicHO oH'ers were like the Captain told about 
ono man who came to liini with a proposi- 
tion to raise tho ship for Ij2,j,000. 

" Did you ever do any work of this kind 
before, or see it done 7 " Captain Lachlan 
asked. 

" No, I did not," was the reply. " I am 
not a wreoker. My business is moving 

h(juaes. " 

While regretting the failure to lift tlic 
vcsiicl, everyone must admire tho work that 
hub been done on lier by C ipl;. L:i,;hlan. 
Tho structure he inil ui) gave !H)() loii..) (h.s- 
phicemeiit, and stood a proi'iuireof no lees than 
,'!,()00 tons, and trotwitliBtandingall tlie pump- 
ing and lifting strain, including the tremend- 
ous pull of the tug Tacoma when the hawser 
purted, not a single plank or staunuhion 
moved or quivered. Jt was a splendid 
piece of work, One expert opinion of it 
may bu given. Capt. Devereaux, of the dry 
dock, was requested by a prominent Vic- 
toria gcntleulun, who was interested In the 
work, to go out and examine the ship, to 
see what had been done. Capt. Lachlan 
mistook Capt. Devereaux for Admiral Ste- 
phenson, who ho was eipecting out, and, 
without knowing who his visitor was, or for 
what purpose he came, showed him all over 
tho vessel, the two making a detailed in- 
vestigation and oxuiiiinntion of the work, 
C.ipt. Dovereaux's report was brief and to 
the point. He siiid it; was aa strong a pieoo 
of work as he had ever seen, and if it did 
not lift the ship, nothing could.
